Bank Currency-Best. 


[The monetary plank of live platform adopted at the Bull 


Moose convention in Chicago said that "the issue of.currency 
is a Government function," but Colonel Roosevelt said noth- 
ing of the sort at the recent conference of his party's leaders 
in Chicago. It is said that the progressive leaders have become 
aware of the fundamental mistake contained in the declara- 
tion., As a matter of fad, the issue of currency is a banking 
function, to be fulfilled under adequate laws. If you borrow 
money from a bank, it makes no difference whether you take 
.the bank's notes or a credit on its books, against which you 
may draw checks and drafts. You can pay either with notes 
or with checks, in most cases, Checks and drafts are called 
deposit currency.

Besses of the proper manner to bring 
up a child and to the more skilled pn>- 
natal attention which the unborn chilli 
receives in the physician's home, Mo 
tor; only the children of men . physi- 
cians have been examined. 


"1 am now in search of some women 


physicians' children, for if my theory 
is correct, it would be further estab- 
lished hy showing that the offspring of 
women who themselves know 
medi- 


cine are even further advanced

the children of women who arc merely 
physicians' wives. At any rate, my 
work has shown that the growth in 
mental and physicul vigor, for the av- 
erage human being, is directly condi- 
tioned upon the advantages it lisa in 
babyhood; and that a progressive im- 
provement lu the care taken of chil- 
dren may lead to a progressive

vancement in human efficiency'. :
